assured on the best authority lodes passed through their sett, and which lodes 
had proved sources of wealth to their nelghbours, it was necessary they should 
increase thelr capital, hence he advised them to Issue the shares proposed, which 
would still leave 3009 shares in reserve.——Mr. THOS. PISRCE thought that the 
mine would yield sufficient ore to pay for any extension of the workings, and 
that it was advisable for the present shareholders to realise the full benefit of 
their past efforts, and uot sell any more shares. 

After considerable discussion, in which several shareholders took part, it was 
finally and unaniwously resolved that 2820 shares be issued, and that the said 
shares be charged to the public a premium of 103. per share. The usual votes of 
thanks to the Chairman, to the directors, and the captain, terminated the pro- 
ceedings. At the close of the meeting more than one-half of the 2820 unallotted 
shares were subscribed for by gentlemen present. 


SIERRA BUTTES GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


The fourth ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 
at the Cannon-street Hotel, on Thursday, 

Mr. Lewis R, PRICE in the chair, 

Mr, JOHN SAUL (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing, and the report of the directors having been previously circulated 
among the shareholders was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the reception and adoption of the re- 
port and accounts, congratulated the shareholders upon the position 
of the undertaking. The report, which embraced the six months 
ending Dec. 31 last, compared favourably with that for the first six 
months of the year. The gross yield had been $162,000 in the first 
half of the year, against $227,000 in the last six mouths. This was 
attributable in part to the increased tonnage passed through the mill, 
the quantity being 15,700 tons in the first six months, and 17,500 for 
the last six months. The yield they would observe was altogether 
most satisfactory. He did not say thatin every half-year they would 
be able to keep up to that yield, but he did not doubt that their re- 
turns would permanently continue to be very large. They would ob- 
serve that their total expenditure had been $112,691, which was equal 
to about 49} per cent. of the gross amount produced, whilst it would 
be remembered that Mr, Janin’s estimate was 41 percent, He wished 
particularly to call attention to this, in order to explain that it was 
because there had been the many extraordinary outlays, including, 
he would mention, the damming up of the lakes, and likewise 
repairs to the flume and ditch amounted to the large sum of nearly 
$22,000, or more than 40007, This was all expenditure on plant, and 
there had also been an expenditure of about 2400/. upon the explo- 
ration of the mine. The importance of this, however, would be 
readily appreciated, as it had been the means of developing a large 
body of ore. Their agents were of opinion that their tailing works 
had better be erected near the site of the Hanks mill. This mill has 
suffered much by wear, and would probably require renewing in the 
course of next year; and they had, therefore, suspended all idea of 
extending their crushing power until the Hanks mill has been re- 
newed. He would call their attention to the third paragraph in the 
report, from which they would see that the works for treating the 
tailings have given, as far as they go, a satisfactory result. The cost 
of the three pans now in operation had been $7300, and the gross 
produce for the six months $3446, at an expenditure of $535. It is 
contemplated during thesummer months to establish additional pans, 
but as yet neither a statement of the number of pans required nor 
the estimate of cost had reached the directors. He would not wish 
this result—a return of $3000 at an outlay of $500—to be taken asa 
criterion of what would be done in future, because they had been 
working on concentrated tailings, which, of course, had given larger 
profits, but there was no doubt that their tailings would always give 
them very good results. At present they.were making nearly 600/. 
per month from their tailings, and this would be greatly increased. 

Mr. PETHERICK enquired what quantity of tailings had been treated to obtain 
the profit to which the Chairman had referred ?7——‘'he CHAIRMAN said the 
quantity had been 416 tons, but he must remind him that those tailings were 
concentrated. 

Mr. PETHERICK understood that, but desired to know how many tons of orl- 
ginal tailings that represented, as they could then Judge of the quality of the 
work done ?——The CHAIRMAN regretted that he could not give Mr. Petherick 
the information he desired, as they had not ascertained. The taillog works 
which they intended to erect, he might remark, were to deal with the tallings 
from all points of the mine. He concluded by formally moving that the report 
and accounts be received and adopted.——Mr. JoHN S, NEALL seconded the 
resolution. 

Mr. A. F, CUNNINGHAM noticed an item amongst the London expenses which 
he would like to refer to before the resolution was put to the meeting ; there was 
** Donation to the Lord Mayor's fund for Chicago, 501.’’ He fully recognised the 
excellence of charity, but could not understand that the directors of a public 
company were justified in voting the company’s funds to charitable purposes, 
however deserving the objects of their charity might be, 

The CHAIRMAN did not for one moment claim that they were justified In making 
that subscription, and, feeling this, the directors had agreed at the time the 
vote was made that in the event of the subscription not being sanctioned by the 
shareholders to pay the 50/. out of their own pockets, and remove the item from 
the company’s accounts. The directors had all subscribed individually to the 
fund apatt from the 50l., and they felt that although they were an English com- 
pany the whole of their profits were earned in America, and that, therefore, 
they were sufficiently American to make this exceptional contribution. In doing 
so they believed they would carry out the wishes of a large number of the share- 
holders. If the meeting object to the item the directors would instantly replace 
the amount, 

Mr. SURGEY could not help thinking that the directors had quite met the 
wishes of the general body of shareholders in giving the 50l., although they 
had, as the Chairman admitted, no justification for ‘paying it. The Sierra 
Buttes he regarded as an exception to the general rule as regards mining com- 
panies ; for, whilst many of them might not have a very lengthened existeuce, 
he believed their own would establish a permanent counection between the two 
countries, and that, therefore, this amount of American sympathy was desira- 
ble. He did not doubt that the item would be sanctioned by passing the ac- 
counts. He believed there was no doubt as to their future for twenty years to 
come, and what he would prefer to here was as to the prospects before them. 

The CHAIRMAN had scarcely thought it necessary to repeat what he had sald 
before; be thought that what was printed in the agent's report was sufflicient. 
They would find therein every particular connected with the mines; and he 
could only add that everyone in the district (where the value of the property 
was sure to be well known) referred to the Sierra Buttes as a standard mine, 
and In the valuation of other mines in the locality it was quite usual to estl- 
mate them in comparison with the Sierra Buttes. Indeed, in the Sierra Buttes 
property wherever you plerced the hill you found the mineral. 

r. WARDROP enquired whether the Chairman could give them any approxi- 
mation of the quantity of pay ore in each level; an approximation of the 
value of their reserves ?—-The CHAIRMAN sald that in their case it would be ex- 
tremely difficult, if not impossible, to make any usefnl estimate, as the metal 
was so finely disseminated in the rock. They would better understand the 
nature of the ore they were working by supposing only one sovereign and one 
half sovereign crushed to powder and mixed with a cartload of gravel. This 
would really represent ore worth 11, 10s. per ton, and they could readily under- 
stand how difficult it would be to estimate the valueof such ore by mere inspec- 
tion. They could only judge by actual results, and these they knew were satis- 
factory. In October the yield was nearly $17, whilst in July it was only $9 to 
theton. The gold was quite invisible in their ore, and he had no doubt they 
crushed much stone that did not contain a particle of gold; but as they could 
not possibly tell which did and which did not contain gold they bad no alterna- 
tive but tocrush it as it came; and as long as it continued to retura them 20 per 
cent. per annum on their outlay he did not knowthat they need complain. As, 
however, they had received several enquiries similar to that now made, they 
had written out as to the valuing of the ore in sight. 

A SHAREHOLDER asked whether any damage had been done to the mines by 
the ea: thquakes of which they had read within the last few days ? 

The CHAIRMAN said that it had not. He believed Mr. Petherick would con- 
firm his statement, that the effects of earthquakes were seldom felt underground. 
At first they had not thought it worth while to senda telegram of enquiry, but, 
as it was then suggested that a distinct information might be demanded at the 
meeting, they sent a telegram, and had ‘received a reply that no damage had 
been done to the mines, anc that, indeed, the shock had not beer felt near them. 

Mr. PETHERICK coufirmed the statement that earthquakes are not felt in the 
mines, the disturbance being confined to the surface. 

The resolution for the reception and adoption of the report and accounts was 
then formally put to the meeting, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. PETHERICK congratulated the directors upon having, for the first time, 
placed a general mining report before the shareholders ; but he still had to re- 
gret that it did not emanate from the manager at the mine. 

Mr, PETUERICK was glad to learn that they had determined to put up such ma- 
chinery as wonld enable them t» utilise all the talliugs. He would ask, too, to 
what the caving-in of one of the etopes was attributable. 

The CHAIRMAN belicved it was chiefly owing to the excessive wet. It must 
be remembered that they had had an exceptional scason, and had, therefore, 
been much incouvenienced. 

Mr. PETUERICK hoped it was not intended long to defer the erection of the 








other 50 heads of tamps. They had been told that their profits were dependent 
on their milling power, aud if this were so he thought there should be no delay 
ip the matter. 

The CHAIRMAN must explain that there would be a little inconvenience in 
erecting mill-power too rapidly, as it was not the mere erection of (he macht+ 
nery to be considered, but the making of numerous arrangements as to labour, 
the erection of boarding houses, &e. 

Mr. PETIERICK quite admitted that in these matters the directors must to 4 
very large extent exercise their discretion, and did not doubt they would do so 
in this instance ; he would again congratulate the shareholders and the direc- 
tors upon the results obtained hitherto, which, he had no hesitation in saying, 
had exceeded his expectations. 

The CHAIRMAN felt that the next resolution he had to propose would not 
meet with much opposition ; it was that a dividend of 2s, per share be declared. 





Mr. PETHERICK seconded the resolution, which was put to the meeting and 
carried unanimously. 

Messrs, F. 8. Reilly and G. T. Coulter were then unanimously re-elected ; and 
the usual complimentary votes of thanks to the Chairman and directors having 
been given and responded to, the preceediogs terminated. 





THE GOVERNOR AND COMPANY OF COPPER MINERS IN 
ENGLAND. 


The annual general Court of P-oprietors was held at the City Ter- 
minus Hotel, on Wednesday, 

Sir R. MACDONALD STEPHENSON in the chair. 

Mr, FREWER (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet 
ing. The report of the Court of Assistants (which appeared in last 
week's Journal) was taken as read, 

The CHAIRMAN said it would not be necessary for him to occupy 
the time of the meeting by any lengthened remarks, The results of 
the year’s workings—a dividend of 5 per cent., after providing for the 
previous loss of 14,000/., and writing off 12,0002, for improvements 
and reconstruction of works, would be deemed by all reasonable 
people as a ground of thankfulness, after so many years of anxiety, 
The great increase in the value of iron had been qualified to a great 
extent by the rise in materials and wages ; and this result had been 
realised by the unceasing exertions of the Court, and their indefati- 
gable managers at the works and in London, There would always 
be found in mixed societies a difference of views and opinions, and 
while most proprietors would probably feel grateful for what had 
been effected, and regard it as an incentive to further exertions, 
and a favourable augury for the future, there would probably be 
others—although he might venture to hope they would be small in 
number—who would be more qualified in their satisfaction, and in- 
timate that, in their opinion, a great deal more should have been 
done, and that they were disappointed—in point of fact, that the 
Court should be called to accouat for not having accomplished a 
great deal more. The actual profit was not less than 15 per cent, 
—a result which he felt he was justified in believing was matter 
for congratulation. He had heard that the commercial element in 
the administration was regarded by some great commercial authority 
as weak and improvable, and that the sales of copper, tin-plates, 
and iron were open to criticism and improvement. He had made 
it his business to personally investigate this question, and closely 
scrutinise the matter, and he had only to remark that the Court, 
after careful enquiry into the whole of the circumstances, saw no 
reason to alter the opinion they entertained and had acted upon at 
the time those sales were made. The improvements and alterations 
made and still in progress at the works were referred to generally 
in the report. Reference was also made to the new blast-furnace, 
by which from its improved form a saving would be effected of 
8 ewts. of fuel to every ton of iron made; and the improvements re- 
cently discovered in puddling had yet to be applied to their machi- 
nery, the advantages of which could scarcely be over-estimated, 
The coal raised for consumption at the works exceeded 160,000 tons, 
and the cost had been reduced 8d. below that of the preceding year, 
and they hoped some day to be sellers of coal as well as producers 
for theirown consumption, The cost of producing iron and tin-plates 
had been reduced, and by‘the improvement at the works the quality 
had in many respects been very much improved, Although it would, 
in the first instance, be a great expense to thiscompany in providiog 
new rolling-stock, the opening of a narrow-gauge line by the Great 
Western Railway Company would be a considerable advantage to 
the whole of the district, and especially so to this company. The 
suggestion which was made to assist the Port Talbot Company in tak- 
ing the initiative in the necessary improvement at the port and har- 
bour would not only be at once attended with a saving in the com- 
pany’s imports and exports of 1000/, a-year, but, by imparting an 
intrinsic value to the port, they would derive a considerable ad vanc- 
ing revenue, There had been a considerable reduction in the amount 
of capital employed in the copper department, and the Court's re- 
commendation to the shareholders to discontinue the copper trade 
entirely, and to confine the energies of the company to iron and tin- 
plates, had been come to after mature deliberation, which had not 
been affected by the recent changein the trade, He then moved the 
reception and adoption of the report and accounts, 

Mr. JOHN HARMAN (deputy-governor) seconded the proposition. 

Mr, W. D. CREWDSON, jun., said that 1871 wasa yeer of exceptional prosperity 
in the fron and tin-plate trade, and, therefore, the net result that the Court 
were able to declare a dividend of 5 per cent. upon the preference shares could 
not be regarded as satisfactory. The proposition to pay 7501, a-year as interest 
for the expenditure upon certain new works at Port l'albot should be most care- 
fully considered before it was sanctloned. He urged the prepriety of share- 
holders having more information upon this and kindred polnts before committing 
themselves to such-an expenditure. He had had some experieneo in these mat- 
ters asa practical ironmaker, and he considered the expenses as altogether ex- 
cessive and extravagant; this wasa matter which required careful considera- 
tion. He moved, as an amendment, that a committee of shareholders be ap- 
pointed to enquire into the affairs of the company, with a fu!l power to examine 
the books, papers, and officers of the company, and to report thereon to an ad- 
journed meeting to be held on May 15, and to make such recommendations as 
may contribute to the future success of the company, 

Mr. WHATMAN, M.P., seconded the ameadment, 

Mr. R. W. Cups asked whether the opinion of counsel had been obtained as 
to the power under the company’s charter to discontinue the manufacture of 
copper ?——The CHAIRMAN replied in the affirmative. 

Mr. J. HOLDEN said If the Court could not produce a better result during such 
a year as 1871 the pro-pect for the future was not very encouraging. If he were 
right, the stocks had been reduced something like 50,0001. He agreed with the 
mover of the amendment that there were many matters for the legitimate en- 
quiry of a committee. 

Major STEWART regretted the abstract of accounts had been again rendered, 
asin former years, because he knew a great many proprietors were anxious to 
got a more extended statement, so as to be the better able to judge of the state 
of the company’s affairs; and he regretted it, also, because the Court of Assist« 
ants had not kept their pledge. As to Port Talbot, he found that in 1864 the ree 
port of the Court of Assistants stated that the works were in an advanced state. 
Might he (Major Stewart) ask when those works were finished ? They were now 
asked to advance 16,0001, to flaish this harbour, and Mr. Turnbull was to be the 
engineer. 

The CHAIRMAN: Nothing of the kind, Mr, Tarnbull would not reeetve 1s, 
directly or indirectly. 

Mr. A. BEATTIB hoped that this amendment would not be put to a vote, but 
that the Court of Assistants would sanction the appointment of the committee, 

The CHAIRMAN sald if the shareholders had not confidence in the gentlemen 
they had elected to conduct the affairs of tue company the alternative was to 
elect others. 

Mr. R. B. WAD@ said that only three years ago a committee of consultation 
was nominated, and the works were reported upon by skilled gentlemen, who 
made recommendations which bad ever since engaged the attention of the Court, 
Some of those recommendations had been adopted, and others were in progress. 
Therefore, it seemed hardly the time to suggest that another committee should 
be appointed to enquire into the question of the works. He would ask share- 
holders to pause before pressing this amendment upon the Court, for in the In- 
terest of those shareholders who were absent the Court was bound to resist it. 

The amendment was then put and carried, when the Chairman decided to 
take a poll upon the question. 

4 - een at the rate of 5 per cent, for the year on the preference shares was 
eclared. 

The result of the poll was declared by the scrutineers to be 2709 votes in favour 
of the amendment and 38067 against it. 

The CHAIRMAN then declared the amendment lost, and the motion for the 
adoption of the report was put and carried. 

The retiring directors and auditors were re-elected. 

A vote of thanks to the Governor and Court of Assistants terminated the pro- 
ceedings.

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

EBERHARDT AND AURORA MINING COMPANY, 


The adjourned general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
City Terminus Hotel, on Thursday, 

Mr. A. D. DB Pass in the chair, 

Mr, ALPRED CRITCHUTT (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN sald that upon the last occasion he had the plea- 
sure of addressing the shareholders they were deficient in two im- 
portant matters—the accounts up to Dec, 31 and the report of Prof. 
Clayton, The meeting was adjourned until to-day, when it was be- 
Neved both those documents would have been received. The ac- 
counts reached the company’s offices within five days after that 
meeting, when they were at once placed in the hands of the account- 
ants and auditors ; and after having been examined, extracts made 
and copies forwarded to the shareholders, He was sorry that, Prof. 
Clayton's report had not reached the company up to this date, but 
advices had been received that it was on its way. It was very grati- 
fying to the directors to be able to state that letters and telegrams 
had been received, bringing accounts up to a very recent date; but 
probably one of the most gratifying features was that during the late 
winter (which was one of unusual severity) the works, owing to the 
tramway, had been carried on with regularity. Had it not been for 
that the result would have been that for the last two or three months 
the mill would not have received any ore. The Eberhardt was the 
only company in the White Pine district that had throughout the past 
winter continuously supplied its mill with ore. This fact completely 
disposed of many remarks and statements that had gone abroad— 
that when winter came they would be in a very difficult position. 
The next fact to which he wished to direct attention was equally 
gratifying—a continuous increase in the yield of silver per ton of 
ore, (Hear, hear.) In compliance with the promise he made at the 
last meeting two-monthly reports had been received and forwarded 
to the shareholders, in addition to which paragraphs had been in- 
serted in the newspapers advising the fact of the considerable im- 


‘was very important indeed. At the last meeting he stated that it 
had improved to $42 per ton, but during the last four weeks the ave- 
rage had been nearly $66. (Hear, hear.) The amount of silver 
that was being extracted from that ore was considerably increased. 
This had been a matter of considerable anxiety to the shareholders, 
and it had not escaped the attention of the directors, but, on the con- 
trary, their time and attention had been devoted to communicating 
with the manager upon that important subject; and to show that the 
manager deemed it a very satisfactory statement he read extractsfrom 
a letter dated March 2, which the directors received this week from 
their agent in Nevads, That letter wasin reply to a communication 
from the board calling the manager's attention to the very important 
fact as to the quantity of silver produced from the ore being certainly 
not so satisfactory as could be wished, The board had previously 
received a statement that the quality was irregular, not of an uni- 
form character, and had proved refractory—consequently, a greater 
loss in the quantity of silver produced than if the quality had been 
more regular in itscharacter, Mr. Freshfield, the gentleman recom- 
mended by the late Chairman, had been employed as chief ussayer 
for some considerable time. He (the Chairman) said some misap- 
prehension existed upon this point, some believing that Mr, Fresh- 
field had not been employed at all; the contrary, however, was the 
case, for Mr, Freshfield had been for some considerable time in the 
company's active service, and if Mr, Freshfield proved himself a com- 
petent man he would be promoted to an important position in the 
company’s service. Statements had been circulated in which allu- 
sions were made to “ flukes” having taken place at the mines, but 
nothing of the kind whatever had occurred, so far as the directors 
were aware. A perusal of the correspondence received from the su- 
perintendent (in which they had every reason to place confidence) 
showed that the mines were attaining to that which the telegrams 
indicated had been attained—that is, the proper opening of the mines 
in a systematic and miner-like way, not for temporary purposes 
only, but with the view of yielding permanently remunerative results, 
He believed they were much indebted to their mine foreman, who 
‘was a man of considerable experience, and one of the most compe- 
tent on the Pacific slope. The mining department was under his 
entire supervision, and Mr, Freshfield, who was so well spoken of by 
their late Chairman, in cenjunction with their mill foreman, regu- 
lating the amalgamation process, with Mr, Phillpotts over them, 
seemed to be a combination which ought to secure to this company 
an ample reward for the capital invested. In reviewing the position 
of the company at the last meeting, made up from fragments and 
telegrams, be was pleased to be able now to state that he did not then 
make one single statement that he had now to retract—(hear, hear) 
—it was as accurate asif he had had the figures before him. It was 
with great regret he announced the fact that their friend, Mr, Hag- 

ard, had retired from the direction; it had been stated that Mr. 
Haggard had retired on the ground of want of confidence in the ma- 
nagement in Nevada; such was not the case, for by his vote and as- 
sistance at the board he had contributed to maintain the present 
management. Mr. Haggard felt that he was personally attacked at 
the last meeting, and in consequence had retired, but a more honour- 
able man he (the Chairman) had never met, nor one more zealously 
devoted to the interests of the company. (Hear, hear.) Although 
Mr. Haggard was no longer a member of the board, his firat consi- 
deration was the successful advancement of the Eberhardt Company. 
The vacancy had not been filled up, nor would it be unless the board 
could find a gentleman whose name would add strength and sta- 
bility to the company. He then reviewed the various items in the 
balance-sheet, stating that the profit of 39,000/, included the amount 
received as the premium on the new issue of shares, The mines, con- 
struction works, waterworks, ores, and stores represented a total in- 
vested capital of 320,000/., whereas allowing 15,0007. for the half 
share of the White Pine Waterworks, which was not a liability, 
made the actual amount received 312,0007.

REMARKS.—Notwithstanding the interruption of the Easter holi- 
days, and the advance in Bank rate last Thursday to 34 per cent., a 
considerable amount of business has been transacted during the 
week, ‘The general prosperity of the country shows itself in the 
readiness with which surplus funds find investment in every variety 
of sound security. It is true that most of the metals quoted above 
have experienced already a very marked advance in price as compared with 
prices ruling a few months or even weeks back; but though this may be the 
case, it does not necessarily follow that the highest values have as yet been 
attained. It would rather ssem that in proporticn to the commercial prosperity 
of our own land may be measured the advance in the same direction of other 
surrounding countries, and that as home demand for our own manufactures 
increases so does the demand from other sources increase likewise, All this 
augurs well for the future, and, should existing pacific relations be maintained 
with foreign Governments, the prospects for the future appear to be very en- 
couraging. Me > > 

CoprER.—Smelters have raised the price of English 102. per 
ton. A large amount of business has been effected at still further 
advance in prices, and it is very generally surmised that yet higher 
prices will be freely given. Judging from the position of the mar- 
ket, this is not improbable. Supplies are not coming forward in 
any quantity sufficient to check further advance; while, on the 
other hand, the necessities of commerce require yet further supplics. The quan- 
tity of Chili and other varieties held for higher prices is not large, and those in 
whose hands it is thoroughly appreciate the value, both present and prospec- 
tive, of their holdings, and are not disposed to sell at all, or, if so, only in very 
small parcels at the highest rates. The highest price at which Chili bara have 
changed hands during the week has been 1011. 10s., since which, owing in mea- 
sure to the advance in Bank rate, which was not generally anticipated, some- 
what lower prices have been accepted. It is reported this evening that 1000 
tons of Chili bars have been sold in a line at 100. 103., two months prompt. 

Iron.—As might be expected, the ironmasters are putting forth 
their best energies to deliver contracts still on hand, in order that 
they may be free to undertake further work at the higher and more 
remunerative prices which are now ruling. Hindrances to the rapid 
completion of work are experienced by the difficulty of obtaining a 
sufficient number of skilled workmen, and in contenting those em- 
ployed with existing ratesof wages. The probable business with North America 
during the coming season is expected to be very large. Russia, Canada, and the 
Continent will not be behind hand in the markets, and the home business would 
be large were the prospects of delivery better than they are. The prices in South 
Wales are very firm, but do not present any important variation. From the 
North of England we learn that great pressure is put upon the makers of pig 
iron, who find it quite impossible to meet the demands made upon them. There 
is a paucity of iron ore, as well as of coke; and, in addition to this, perbaps 
hardly sufficient caution has been exercised in booking irders; and thus disap- 
posntment and present inconventence result. Itis reported that one of the prin- 
cipal firms in the North of England bas announced that they can only work 
half-time, owing to the non-reception of 50,000 tous of pig-iron and 60,000 tons 
ad coal, fa which they have contracted, and which ought to have been delivered 

fore this. 

The shipments of rails from the various ports in the North have been large, 
as also plates and other descriptions of iron, and there is no fear but that there 
will be abundance of employment for all the ironworks in the North of Eng-

THE PRIZES FOR COAL-CUTTING MACHINERY, 


We have on more than one occasion expressed our surprise that 
colliery proprietors, as a body, had not done something towards pro- 
moting the progress and development of machinery for undercutting 
coal, and £o relieving the miner from the most exhausting as well as 
the most dangerous part of his work, and at the same time greatly 
benefiting themselves. It may have been up to a recent period, to 
some little extent at least, that the known opposition of the miners 
to what they have termed the “iron man” has deterred employers 
from adopting machinery that had not been sufficiently tested so as 
to be looked upon as a warranted success, lest by so doing they should 
have had to run the risk of encountering the opposition of their work- 
men, which would have led to a certain loss, There is now, however, 
a different feeling amongst the miners themselves with regard to ma- 
chinery than there was a year or two ago, and we believe a majority 
of the most determined Unionists would now hail with satisfaction 
the introduction of any system by which their labour would be lessened, 
and greater security to life and limb ensured. That such can be 
” effected by the machinery at present existing we entertain not the 
slightest doubt, after having witnessed the working of the pick ma- 
chines of the Messrs. FIRTH, that with the radial arm and cutters of 
Messrs. FirtH and HukD, and the more recent invention of Messrs, 
GILLOTT and CoPLeEY, all of which have been tried and tested at se- 
veral collieries in the West Riding of Yorkshire. Indeed, Yorkshire 
appears to have been the birthplace of the iron “coal-cutters,” their 
entire history not extending over more than from ten to twelve years, 
whilst there are not more than the same number of inventors, That 
they have been adopted at few places, we believe, has been ina great 
measure due to their actual value not having been thoroughly known, 
and consequently unappreciated. 

It is evident that such is not likely to be the case much longer, 
seeing that the merits of all the machines now made are likely to be 
fully tested for the munificent prize of 5002, offered by Mr. FrrTH, of 
Leeds, Not only so, but we may expect to see the inventive faculties 
of our engineers producing something new, and at the same time 
equal, if not superior, to anything of the same description yet brought 
out, With regard to the prise itself, we certainly have thought that 
such an offer would have emanated from the colliery proprietors, who 
are the persons most deeply interested ; but as it has not, then the 
more credit is due to Mr, FirTH for having done so, It is true that 
that gentleman is a joint patentee in the well-known pick machine 
which has been at work for some years at the West Ardsley pits, and 
has recently been introduced into the Woolley and Thorncliffe pits. 
It may also be said that he is putting up his machine against “all 
comers.” Such, in fact, is the case; but that cannot in any respect 
affect the value of any machine taking part in the contest, as from 
the high position of Mr, FirTH as a mercantile man, and his cha- 
racter as a magistrate, we feel assured that every possible guarantee 
will be given by him in the conditions laid down and in the appoint- 
ment of judges as to be in the highest degree satisfactory to inventors, 
We do expect, also, that the regulations with regard to the machines 
will not be hampered with any after conditions as to patent rights, 
charges, costs, or royalties, &c, 

In saying this we have in mind the prizes of 500/., 200/., and 1002. 
offered in 1867 by the South Lancashire and Cheshire Coal Associa- 
tion for the best coal-cutting machines, On that occasion the con- 
ditions laid down were—“ That no annual payment or tonnage roy- 
alty, as patent right, shall be charged to any present or future member 
of the association; but that such member shall pay a patent right 
on the purchase of each machine, to include the working thereof, 
which patent right shall in no case exceed 50 per cent. of the cost of 
the machine.” The result was that few inventors would accept such 
conditions, and only two or three persons entered, so that the whole 
affair collapsed. Thus, what promised to be the means of introducing 
machinery for getting coal expeditiously, safely, and economically 
fell to the ground, owing to the demands which successful inventors 
were to be subjected to for the benefit of those who subscribed to- 
wards the prizes In thecompetition invited by Mr. FirtH we have 
no doubt but that the terms will be merely as to the best working 
machine, without regard to price or royalty, with regard to which he 
will have no interest whatever, 

With regard to coal-cutting machines, we may say that there are 
several which have been patented, but not worked ; whilst others have 
been in constant operation for some years, Amongst the oldest pa- 
tenteesare Mr. FIRTH and Mr, DONISTHORPE, who, in the outset, acted 
conjointly, but for some years have been running in the same groove 
on their individual account, Several of the machines patented by 
the Messrs. FIRTH have been continuously at work in the pits belong- 
ing tothe West Ardsley Coal and Iron Company, as well as at other 
places, for some years. When at work the machine, we believe, will 
undercut the coal at the rate of rather more than 20 yards per hour, 
including all stoppages, the average depth of the holing being about 
3 fet 6 inches. 

Mr, G. E. DontsTHORPE has also given much attention to machi- 
nervy for coal cutting, and is the patentee of one described as beingon 
the horizontal traversing slotting principle It was for some time at 
work at the West Riding Colliery, of Messrs. PoPE and PEARSON, cut- 
ting some 12 or l4 yards an hour to a depth of about 3 ft. 4 in. from 
the face, making very little waste. He has, however, recently pa- 
tented another machine, not as yet tested, so far as we are aware, 
but ‘which, it is to be hoped, will be found amongst the competitors 
for Mr. FirtTu's prize, more especially as it has been highly spoken of, 

Mr, RoTHERY, of the Waterloo Main Colliery, near Leeds, was 
connected with Mr. FirtH and Mr. DONISTHORPE in the first ma- 
chine brought out, in 1861, at West Ardsley. He is now a patentee 
of one or two coal-getting machines, so that it is reasonable to pre- 
sum e that hé also will be a competitor. 

O f other gentlemen who have given attention to machinery for su- 

rseding hand labour in mines may be mentioned Mr. LEATHAM, of 
Pee ds, who.was formerly connected with Mr. DONISTHORPE, Messrs, 
CA:RRATT and MARSHALL, of the Sun Foundry, Leeds, had a hydraulic 
machine working at a colliery near Normanton, which it is said cut 
15 yards an hour. We, however, believe that it has not been in 
operation for some time, Mr, STURGEON is another inventor of con- 





siderable promise, and if we mistake not was one of the two or three 
gentlemen who entered for the prizes offered by the Lancashire and 
Cheshire Association, We may, therefore, expect to hear of him 
entering as a competitor for the one given by Mr. Firtu, Mr. Stur- 
GEON, it may be said, is a joint-patentee with Mr, CARRATT, of 
Leeds, and Mr, WARRINGTON, of Kippax, in a machine which con- 
sists in imparting to a pick or picks a compound vibratory action, 
embodying a two-fold movement with every vibration of the cutter, 
thus accomplishing by the one movement of the piston that double 
movement of the picker-cutter necessary to its efficient and uninter- 
rupted action, which has been hitherto produced partly by the pis- 
ton of the engine and partly by hand. Another of the few firms of 
enterprising inventors who entered for the Lancashire prizes were 
Messrs. FARRAR and Bootu, of Barnsley, whose machine was tested 
at the Oaks Colliery, but has not since been worked, It is on the 
pick principle, producing horizontal or longitudinal grooves, to any 
desired extent and at any desired level, in the face or end of the 
coal. The latest and not the least important of the inventions hav- 
ing for their object the getting of coal by mechanical means is the 
machine of Messrs. GILLOTT and CoPLEY, which we lately noticed 
at some length. That machine cut 57 yards in 136 minutes, to a 
depth of 3 feet Linch, There are also several other inventors, whose 
machines although probably tested and at work, we are not acquainted 
with. We think, however, we have shown that there are plenty of 
persous connected with coal-cutting machinery to ensure not only a 
highly interesting but exciting competition, the results of which it 
is more than probable will have a most important effect on the fu- 
ture of the coal trade. For many months past colliery proprietors 
have been complaining of a deficiency of colliers, and the loss sus- 
tained in consequence, but there is now every prospect that a remedy 
can be provided against such a serious interruption to trade by means 
of machinery by which the coal will not only be got more expedi- 
tiously but cheaper, and in a more marketable condition, We, there- 
fore, look forward with no ordinary interest to the results of the 
competition for the handsome prize of Mr. FIRTH, to whose public 
spirit we firmly believe the mining interest will be greatly indebted ; 
whilst the working collier will also acknowledge that by his liberality 
he has not been injured, but, on the contrary, greatly benefited, 





IMPROVEMENTS [IN IRON MANUFACTURE, 


The constant additions made to our stock of knowledge with re- 
gard to the chemistry of iron and the iron manufacture has led to 
the development of very many processes which had previously failed 
to yicld the results anticipated, and in the discussion upon DANKS’s 
furnace at the recent meeting of the Iron and Steel Institute facts 
were elicited concerning the real use of fettling which many, per- 
haps, had previously not thonght of. Practical iron makers have 
been disinclined to utilise a difficulty which they could not get rid 
of, and have consequently wasted their efforts in the wrong direc- 
tion. The inconvenience and expense of keeping the fettling of a 
furnace in proper working order was constantly the cause of com- 
plaint, but the chief attempts made to remedy the evil consisted in 
endeavouring to find a more refractory material wherewith to fettle, 
and it is only comparatively lately that the utilisation of the fettling 
by taking advantage of its chemical action upon some constituents 
of the crude metal under treatment has been reduced to system. 

The energy and enterprise of the Cleveland ironmasters, and their 
determination to command for Cleveland iron a high position in the 
market, have placed the public in possession of many analyses of their 
crude metal and manufactured products; and the result has been that 
the production of really good finished metal from Cleveland ores has 
received the attention of some of the most competent inventors, and 
means for the removal of phosphorus and sulphur, the two most de- 
leterious ingredients, appears to be now becoming understood, In 
DANKS'S process this desirable object is accomplished by the use of 
a fettling, consisting of almost pure oxide of iron, with some silicon ; 
and in HENDERSON’S process a similar result is obtained by the use 
of oxygen and fluorine. The leading feature in both inventions is to 
bring the molten metal in contact with oxides, in such a condition 
that their oxygen shall have greater affinity for the sulphur and phos- 
phorus than these have for theiron ; andif it be proved that fluorine 
increases this affinity, there can certainly be no reason why the re- 
quisite proportion of fluor-spar should not be combiued with the fet- 
tling in DANKs's furnace, so as to ensure the success of both inven- 
tions in this country, The effect which Mr. HENDERSON claims for 
his process, in its application to Cleveland pig-iron, which contains 
from 1°25 to 1:50 per cent. of phosphorus, is marvellous ; it becomes 
purified of phosphorus from 0:06 to 0°10 percent, by the time the car- 
bontis removed aud the metal is wrought-iron, A re-carbonising agent 
is required with this kind of iron to become steel, as is well under- 
stood, ‘This steel is as free from phosphorus as the average qualities 
of BESSEMER and MARTIN steel, made from hematite pig-iron, 

It appears that by the HENDERSON process the Cleveland pig-iron 
produces very fine wrought-iron, for upon analysis by Mr, EDWARD 
RILEY, of London, it was found to contain but 0008 per cent. of 
sulphur, 0°102 of phosphorus, 0°096 of silicon, 0:083 of carbon, traces 
of manganese, and 0'142 per cent. of nickel and a little copper, with 
traces of cobaltandlead, Mr, RILEY considers it a very pure sample 
of wrought-irou; it contains less sulphur than he found in four 
samples of steel, and he adds that he has recently analysed one 
sample of steel that contuins more phosphorus, the others only a 
trifle less. The estimate of cost of BESSEMER steel ingots at Shef- 
field is 92, 10s. 8d., and Mr. HENDERSON estimates that the cost of 
making equally good steel by the new process would be with No, 4 
Cleveland pig-iron (calculating from the trials made at Walker) 
51. 17s. per ton, and at Sheffield with No. 4 hematite 77. 63, 4d. Of 
course but little reliance can be placed upon estimates of this cha- 
racter, but if the process can really free the Cleveland pig-iron from 
sulphur and phosphorus at a cheap rate it is certain to be exten- 
sively adopted, When more extended trials have been made the in- 
vention will be again referred to, 





TIME AMERICAN COAL TRADE, 


We received on Saturday from the United States some interesting 
data as to the production of coal last year in the Great Republic. 
These data are derived partly from official returns and partly from 
unofficial estimates. The quanti; of anthracite coal sent to market 
last year is returned officially at 14,965,501 tons, and the quantity 
consumed in the coal regions is estimated at 2,720,000 tons, The 
quantity of bituminous coal sent towards the sea board, including 
443,955 tons imported, is returned officially at 4,895,914 tons, and the 
quantity of bituminous mined and consumed in the United States, 
but not at present returned in the official tables, is estimated unof- 
ficially at 11,500,000 tons. The aggregate production of the year 
thus comes out at 34,081,415 tons, of which all but 269,751 tons ex- 
ported was retained as the supply of the Republic for the year. At 
this rate the average coal production of each American amounted 
last year to about 17 cwts. per head, while in 1869 the average coal 
production of each inhabitant of the United Kingdom was as nearly 
as possible 3} tons per head, It is clear from this comparison that, 
great as the coal wealth of the United Statesis supposed to be, Ame- 
rican coal mining is still in its infancy, while the corresponding 
branch of industry has been carried in Great Britain to an extraor- 
dinary development. The openings for human effort are so numer- 
ous in the United States that no very large amount of the popula- 
tion can be induced to apply themselves to mining industry—at any 
rate at present; and hence the average coal extraction of the United 
States per head of the population is only about one-fourth of the 
corresponding extraction in Great Britain, Far-seeing and thought- 
ful minds may come to the conclusion that, after all, there is no very 
great reason for national complacency at the results brought out by 
the comparison, since it may be argued that we are rapidly working 
up our coal supplies, while the Americans are husbanding theirs. It 
should, perhaps, be remarked that we have accepted the American 
statistics as to the American coal trade as they have come upon our 
hands. At the same time it cannot be denied that they are charac- 
terised by great vagueness, one-third of the whole total of 34,081,415 
tons being derived from unofficial estimates, All that can be said is 
that we accept the statistics in default of any better. 

Although the returns are fairly open to the imputation of vague- 





ness and uncertainty as a whole, they are tolerably conclusiy.

p STAMPS.—Some twelve months since reference was 
“cap improved arrangement of stamps invented by Mr. J. 
WALKER, of James-street, City-road, the chief feature of novelty in 
which was that lifters were provided on both sides of the stamps- 
rods, so that the lift and fall of the rod are always absolutely perpen- 
dicular to the bed. By this means friction is reduced to the mini- 
num, and as the head makes a portion of a revolution each fall, 
and falls from 15 to 20 times in one minute, the wear is always per- 
fectly even, and the durability much increased. The stamps sup- 

lied for quartz crushing have given great satisfaction, and Mr, 
WALKER has supplied two sets to a mine in West Cornwall ; these, 
however, were made for crushing quartz, although the parties pur- 
chased them for tin, for which purpose the inventor considered them 
altogether too light, yet he has received a letter stating, that 
“WALKER'’S stamps and engine work beautifully,” to which Mr. 
WaLKER adds, “ but too light for tin to get through much in the 
day lexpect.” These stamps were never made to stamp tinstu ff, 
but quartz, for which a 3}-cwt. head would be ample ; and he states 
that if he had an order to make stamps for tin he would not think 
of making them less than 5 ewts. or 6cwts. Stamps of this size can 
be quite as easily lifted as the lighter ones, but, of course, the seve- 
ral parts must be made proportionately strong. The value of the 
new stamps for mines in unsettled countries has already been pointed 
out, as it is easy to construct them of sufficient size and power with- 
out having any piece too heavy to be readily carried on mule back. 
Nor are the advantages in working the stamps any less; the facility 
for lifting the heads being, as previously stated, so great that three 
or four heads of a battery can readily be worked by hand whenever 
for aiding prospecting operations it is desirable to do so, yet as soon 
a3 permanent operations are decided upon it would simply be requi- 
site to remove the handles, and apply power by means of a band in 
order to possess all the advantages of stamps of much larger size of 
the usual construction.

ROTATING-BAR COAL SCREEN.—In the Mining Journal of April 29 
last we described an improved coal screen, the invention of Mr. 
G, W. Hick, of Leeds, and at the recent meeting of the Iron and 
Steel Institute the model of the machine attracted much attention. 
It consists of one or more sets of bars mounted in a frame, and ca- 
pable of rolling or performing an entire or partial revolution on their 
ownaxes, Spaces are left between the bars for the passage of such 
materials as are intended to pass between them, and these spaces may 
be regulated to accommodate the apparatus to various gauges of sub- 
stances, The bars are so actuated that all composing one set shall 
turn in the same direction, The sets may be placed beside each other, 
or otherwise, and the space between the rollers of one set may differ 
from that between the rollers of another set, One set may turn in 
one direction, and a parallel set in another direction, the rollers com- 
Posing each set, however, turning respectively in the same direction. 
The substances to be treated are fed to or on the bars to which the 
rolling motion is communicated, and the small particles pass between 
the bars while the larger slide over them, The rollers may be formed

CHILIAN MINING ENTERPRISE—SAN PEDRO (CHILI)

The mine called San Pedro, in Chili, is situate 50 miles from the 
coast, the nearest port being Chanaral, from whence the ore is shipped. 
The road is a gentle descent all the way, so that 40 cwts. can be drawn 
by three mules. When Mr. Sampson Waters, deceased, the late 
owner of the mine, was in Chili, his attention was drawn to the spot 
by a Frenchman. He went to see it, and bought it at once for 3002, 
The lode at the surface he found ina soft white killas, producing red 
oxide of copper. In speaking of the geological features of the mine 
it may be stated here that at about 10 fms, deep the lode enters the 
greenstone, in which it still continuesin depth, It was in 1856 that 
the late Mr. Waters bought this mine, The title to it is a conces- 
sion from the Government, which remains in force so long as the 
mine is worked by four people. The laws of Chill are strongly protective of 
mining adventure. The possession of a sett is equivalent to a freehold while a 
bona fide working is continued. No royalty is payable, but the State is entitled 
to a small export duty on the value of the copper ore shipped. The extent of 
the original sett is 400 fms. long by 100 fms. wide. Since Mr. Waters purchased 
the mine, however, the Government granted him an extension of 100 fms. in 
length in each direction, so that the concession is now 600 fms. long, thus giving 
ample scope for mining operations. Through this ground four or five lodes run, 
but the workings hitherto have almost entirely been confined to one, a lode un- 
derlying in a uorthernly direction about | ft. in a fathom, The average size 
of this lode from the surface to the bottom is about 40 ft.; sometimes it has 
been much larger.

It should be stated that the new shaft has been sunk regardless of expense, 
and it is considered a masterplece of mining in Chill, and wassuperintended by 
two of the most experienced Cornish mining agents, and sunk by Cornish miners, 
ata cost, including the timbering and securing the ground in the old workings, 
of upwards of 30,0001, 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


April 4,—The coals turned out have been much reduced lately, 
owing to the Easter holidays ; and as the quantity produced was much 
less than the demand required previously, the result has been a coal 
famine on the Tyne. Coals have been sold lately at prices never be- 
fore heard of in modern times, and it is quite possible that bringing 
coals to the Tyne may actually be realised shortly, should this con- 
tinue, There appears to be no reason why they should not be brought 
from the West coast, where coals are much lower than they are here, 
or from Scotland by sea, There have been considerable arrivals of 
vessels during the past week, both foreign and coastwise. The im- 
ports of timber and other goods have been heavy, and the general 
import businessextremely active. Coal, coke, andiron continue scarce, 
and the supply quite unequal to the demand, and prices, of course, 
still tend upwards, The demand for coke and coal of all kinds is not 
yet checked by the very high rates, Ironmakers, indeed, prevent any 
tendency to a lull, as they have plenty of orders for rails, ship-plates, 
&c., to keep them going for a long period, and their prices are, of 
course, good; so that in spite of the increased wages they have to 
pay, and the price of coke and coal, they still have a good profit out 
of upwards of 52. per ton for pig-iron, and all other iron in proportion, 
and they must have coke and coals at any price. Manufacturers, 
however, complain loudly of the increased rates they have to pay for 
coals, iron, and labour, and say that they cannot possibly get a cor- 
responding price for manufactured goods ; they, therefore, very fre- 








quently decline to give tenders for iron goods, &c., as no profit can 
be got, and some of them are now discharging hands. The reduced 
output of coals by the miners is, of course, one great cause of the 
present high price and scarcity, as itis evident that the large increase 
in the rates of payment they receive must induce them to reduce the 
amount of work, especially in holiday times. 


A very pleasant meeting was held at the South Benwell Colliery 
on Saturday, when a new, commodious, well-lighted room was opened, which 
has been provided by the occupier of the colliery, Mr. Cochran Carr. It is to 
be at the complete disposal of the men for their meetings. It will also be used 
as a reading-room and mechanics’ institute. Atthe opening meeting, on Satur- 
day, there was a good attendance of the men. Mr.Carr,the colllery owner, and 
Mr. Burt, the President of the Northumberland Miners’ Union, were present, and 
able and excellent speeches were made by both those gentlemen. The utmost 
good feeling prevailed, and it is evident that much credit is due to Mr. Carr for 
his exertions for the benefit of the men, and also to the men, who appear to have 
the interest of their employers at heart as well as theirown. The renarks of 
Mr. Burt are well worthy of notice, He said that it was not necessary now to 
say much to workmen about union. The power of union was now felt. What 
be thought required to be inculcated now was that union fs a limited power 
and cannot accomplish everything; but, like every other power, it may be, an 
frequently is, abused. It isabused when the men without notice lay the pit idle, 
as had unhappily been done in some cases of late. He exhorted them to a wise 
use of the power they derive from their combinations, and to exhaust every me- 
thod of reason and conciliation to gain their rights before they resortéd to a 
strike. Mr. Carr, the owner of the colliery, gave an interesting account of the 
reasons that had induced him to provide the room, He desired them to have 
full control of it as the place for holding their Union meetings, as he wished 
them to meet there instead of at public-houses, and he was anxious also that it 
should be used as a mechanics’ institute and reading-room, and he would be 
glad to assist in getting newspapers and books, &c., 80 as to make the place as 
attractive as possible. He was well received, and his speech was loudly cheered,

“On the Use of Air- Vessels in Pumping-Engines, and the Means of Replenishing 
them,’’ by Mr. R. Bendon Sanderson. The further discussion on pumping water, 
which was postponed at the last meeting, will be resumed; and, looking at the 
papers mentioned above, which are in continuation of that discussion, a most 
luteresting and instructive meeting may beexpected. Thecommittec appotnted 
in November, 1869, to report on the various methods of working coal in Great 
Britain, are still pursuing their labours, and some time must clapse yet before 
the report can be submitted to the society. The investigation of such a large 
and important subject must necessarily occupy a long pertod of time, 





REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


April4,—The further rise in tin anticipated in our last report was 
not long delayed. On Saturday the standard was raised 3/, per ton, 
and in some cases the quotations are even higher, firms making bar- 
gains according to the parcels purchased, without limiting themselves 
strictly to the official figures, This advance has come in time to give 
a fillip to the share market, which, after the excitement that has 
recently prevailed, was beginning to show premonitory symptoms of 
a reaction. Though the continued prosperity of mining generally is 
thas additionally assured, it must be confessed that the price at which 
certain concerns are now sold is a good deal higher than the cireum- 
stances apparent to outsiders can justify. However, this is a draw- 
back inevitable as things are when the chief staple industry of Corn- 
wall flourishes as it does at present. Active operations have com- 
menced in earnest upon the Perran iron lode, although the construe- 
tion of the new railway system for the development of the district 
has not yet been entered upon. The company, which has been fur- 
ther strengthened of late by the addition of some gentlemen of great 
influence, is evidently more desirous that its undertakings shall 
be founded upon a basis of permanent prosperity, than merely to do 
things in a hurry, In the meantime, their labour cost at the mines 
(they are operating on the lode at different points) is not far short 
at present of 1000/7. a month, 

The Wallaroo Times supplies some particulars of the manner in 
which the wages question has beeu dealt with at the Wallaroo Mines, which, 
like many others in all parts of the world, are under the direction of a Cornish- 
man, Mr. 8S. Higgs, F.G.S., well known in West Cornwall, not leas for bis genial 
kindliness than for his abilities. It was determined that the men employed in 
the mines and the smelting works shouid participate in the tnereasing pro- 
sperity of the undertaking, and the wages were accordingly advanced 15 to 20 
per cent, This amounted to an advance in the wages of tributers and tut- 
workers of 4s, per week, making the weekly wages 40s. Owners’ account men 
had an advance of 3s., and the men at the smelting works one of 4d. per 
charge in the case of captains, and 2d. ordinary men. The same paper hopes, 
with good reason, that the men will appreciate this act of thoughtfulness on 
the part of thelr employers, especially as it is not the result of avy agitation 
or strike. . 

After having been at work in perfect safety for 40 years, saving 
in the course of that time the lives of hundreds of miners, tho well- 
known patent safety-fuse factory of Messrs, Bickford, Smith, and 
Co,, at Tuckingmill, has been visited by a fatal casualty of a terrible 
description. On Saturday the works were idle, so far as manufac. 
ture was concerned, and the only hands on them werea number of young women 
engaged in clearing up. About 20 of these were collected in the No. 2 spinning- 
room, the majority of whom had no connection with that department, when a 
fire broke out, originating with a little loose powder on the floor, and spread to 
a few coils of fuse lying in a corner. The young women madea rush to get out, 
and a number of them succeeded in escaping, the majority with slight injury, 
Nine of them, however, fell over each other on the floor, and there died from 
suffocation, When the rush took place immediate efforts were made to put the 
fire out, it being understood that all the young women had escaped. In a very 
few minutes the flames were extinguished, and the room entered, when Mr, 
Bickford Smith and his co-proprietors were horrified to find the dead bodies of 
seven girls piled one upon the other, with two who were still living, one having 
since died, At the inquest, on Tuesday, it was elicited that the fire was caused 
by a piece of fron falling from the hands of one of the deceased upon the floor, 
thereby igniting a little powder on the floor, The jury bore full testimony to 
the care with which the works were carried on. 

The meeting of the Mines Assessment Committee, held on Monday, 
was exceedingly influential and representative. This will at once be 
seen from the fact that Mr. T. S. Bolitho presided, and that the at- 
tendance included Lord Falmouth, Mr, J, St. Aubyn, M.P., Mr, Bas- 
set (Tehidy), Col. Tremayne, Major Haye, Mr, T. Cornish (secretary), 
Messrs, D. Boger, Paul, J. T. Peter, C. Childs, R. Rogers, 8. G. Down. 
ing, F. Hill, H. Grylls, R. R. Broad, Robins Bolitho, R. Foster, W. 
Shilson, J. Batten, jun., H. 8S. Stokes, T. Marrack, J. G. Chilcott, D, 
Bain, T, Dingle, E. Nicolls, 8. Higgs, R. Grylls, A. Jonkin, W. Har- 
vey, Captains 8. H. James, Boyns, Hollow, Teague, and Williams, 
Messrs, W. Polkinghorne, and Roseveare Rosewarne, The special 
object of the meeting was that the country members, through their 
able leader, Mr. J. St, Aubyn, should take council with their consti- 
tuents respecting the course to be adopted with regard to the assess- 
ment of mines. This question has now been a long time before the 
county, and great dissatisfaction is felt among the agriculturists that 
nothing has been done, The history of the matter is curious and in- 
teresting. By the statute of Elizabeth, which was the foundation of 
the Poor Law System, mines other than coal mines were exempted 
from being rated. This state of things continued in force until about 
1770, when it was decided by the Court of Queen's Bench that although mines, 
as mines, were not ratable, yet that where the landowner took out his portion 
of the mineral in kind he was to be considered an occupier, and was ratable ac- 
cordingly. In this condition the law remained, rates belng paid on dues antil 
1832, when, in the case of ‘‘ the King v. Tremayne,’’ it was decided that where 
the lord took up a money payment in lieu of his share of the mineral produce, 
that money would not be ratable. The cusequence of this decision was that 
the landlords began gradually to convert their shares of mineral into money, 
and that at the present time there are very few mines rated, Bills have been 
brought in from time to time to restore the ratability of mines, and committees of 
the Legislature have enquired into the matter, but without result. The diffi- 
culty which Cornish members have always had to encounter has been the neces- 
sity of making provision for the peculiar circamstances of thecounty. To meet 
that difficulty one of the largest county meetings ever held in Oornwall pro- 
nounced in favour of rating on the basis of the lords’ dues; and to attalu that 
object the efforts of the parliamentary forces of the county have ever since been 
directed. Attempts to bring private bills up to that mark have failed, and the 
Government General Rating Bill has not yet been introduced during the present 
session. The special question put before the mecting by Mr. St. Aubyn, whose 
services in connection with the question are warmly eulogised on all sides, was 
whether the county should wait for the Government BIII, or whether a Bill should 
be introduced to put matters on the basis on which they stood previous to the 
decision in “* King v. Tremayne.”’ Such a Bil) Mr. St. Aubyn has prepared and 
submitted to the Government, who will not offer any opposition ; but the ho- 
nourable gentleman found on casting about for support among the representa- 
tives of the other mining distrscts that there was really very little hope that the 
Bill would pass. For this reason, and because of the effect of such an apparent 
decision against the rating of dues and royalties upon the future prospects of 
the principle of rating favoured by the county, Mr. St. Aubyn recommended that 
this Bill should not be introduced, but that the county should wait and see what 
the Government genéral measure might be. This vicw was accepted by theCom- 
mittee, and ihe discussiou was eventually brought to a close by the adoption of 
a resolution, on the motion of Mr. Boger and Lord Falmouth,—* That while the 
Committee firmly adhered to the resolution of the former meeting upon the sub- 
ject that all mines should be rated on the basis of the dues or royaltics, and re- 
gretted that so many years had elapsed without anything being done towards 
carrying out that object, that it deemed it expedient to adjourn the considera: 
tion of the measure until the promised Government Bill on the subject was in- 
troduced; and that in case the Government Bill did not pass this session the 





Chairman should be requested to convene another general meeting of the miners 
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and agritulturists upon this subject.” It was explained that another meeting 
of ee would be called to consider the Government Bill when {t was 
rought in, 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


April 4,—The terrible explosion at Lovers’ Lane Colliery, Atherton’ 
belonging to the firm of Messrs. John Fletcher and others, which was 
briefly reported in last week’s Mining Journal, has not resulted in so 
many deathsas was atfirst stated. It was reported on Thursday night 
that 30 bodies had already been brought to the surface, and it was 
feared that others were still below; and, considering the confusion 
that prevailed on the day of the explosion, it is not to be surprised 
at that the numbers were slightly overstated. On Friday morning it 
was ascertained that in all there were 26 deaths, Since that time 
another has becn reported, and the total is thus raised to 27. The injured are 
for Lhe most part progressing very favourably, and it is not anticipated thatany 
other cases will result fatally. The pits are situate close to the Chowbent sta- 
tion, on the Wigan, Tyliesley, and Kecles branch of the London and North- 
Western Rallway, and about seven miles beyond the boundary of the borough 
of Wigan; and the seam in which the disaster occurred is the same—though it 
bears a different pame—as that in which so many explosions have occurred dur- 
ing the past few years in the Wigan coal field. In the Atherton district it is 
known as the “ Pive-feet,’’ in Wigan it is styled the ‘* Nine-feet,”’ and a more 
treacherous seam isnot known. The Messrs, Fletcher have worked these col- 
liories fur many years; and, having got the whole of the Seven-feet mine within 
their boundarices—which are very extensive—sunk these pits to the Five-feet, 
which at this point is about 800 yards deep. The colllery is reported to have 
been in good repute so far as ite management is concerned, and for 25 years no 
serious accident has been recorded against it, the last having taken place in 
the Seven-feet mine, and resulting in the loss of five lives. The accident on 
Thursday took place in a district of the mine known as the weat side, and when 
the gas fired about 32 men were in this part of the workings. Mr. Herbert 
Fletcher, consulting engineer to the firm, aud Mr. Ralph Fletcher, Jun., agent 
at the cc lileries, were in charge of the exploring parties, and, the winding gear 
not having been disturbed by the blast were enabled to commence their perilous 
duties within a very short period after the explosion, Mr. J. Dickinson, Her 
Majesty's Inepector of Mines for the district, Mr. Wm. Pickard, miners’ agent, 
Mr. Thomas Southworth, of the Hindley Green Collieries, and other gentlemen, 
have taken part in the subsequent investigations, the result or which leaves no 
doubt that the disaster, like so many of its predecessors, is to be attributed to a 
blown out shot. There ts, however, much difference of oplulon as to how and 
where the gas had accumulated, and upon this potnt it Is possible that se- 
veral theories will be submitted at the enquiry. The first meeting of the jury 
took place on Good Friday, bat only evidence of identification was taken, The 
second sitting was appolnoted to commence at eleven o’clock yesterday morning, 
but the Coroner did not arrive until past one, and the euquiry only extended 
over about three hours, which were mainly devoted to a description by Mr. 
Herbert Fletcher and Mr. Ralph Fletcher, Jun., of the workiogs, of the system 
of ventilation, and of thestate of the mine after the explosion, Iu thecourse of 
his examination Mr. Herbert Fletcher stated bis opinion that the explosion had 
resulted from a blown.out shot, but whether the flame of the shot had ignited 
the gas, or whether by force of the concussion the gas had passed a safety-lamp, 
and so been fired, he could not say. Mr. Maskell Peace, solicitor, who ls watch- 
ing the enquiry on behalf of the proprietors, elicited from Mr. Ralph Fletcher 
that the collieries belonging to the firm in this district were under the general 
supervision of an experienced underlooker, named Yates, and that one of the 
killed, named Ralph Holcroft, who bad been nearly 20 years In the service of the 
firm, and who bore an excellent character for steadiness and ability, had charge 
of the particular workings in which the explosion occurred, The enquiry was 
adjourned for a week. 

A conference of delegates representing the various districts of the 
Amalgamated Association of Miners is holding its sittings at St, Helen’s this 
week. The President (Mr. Thomas Halliday), ip the course of his address, stated 
that with the exception of four points the terms of the Mines Bill had been ver- 
tually rettied. These were as to the employment of young persons, as to pay- 
ment by welght, as to the infliction of Imprisonment Lnstead of penalties on pro- 
prietors and managers in cases where they were proved to have disregarded the 
regulations concerning ventilation, and as to colliery proprietors adjudicating 
in colliery cases. These questions, he sald, would have to be settled In the House 
of Commons, He stated that during the last year the number of members in 
the association had Increased from 16,000 to 26,000, and that an average advance 
of 25 per cent. in wages had been secured through its influeuce, The Truck Sys- 
tem Cumpensation and the proposed Arbitration Bill were glanced at bricfly, 
and the epeaker declared his conviction that they should never be satisfied until 
they had a direct representative in Parllament. 

There is no alteration to report in the state of trade. Transactions 
continue on a very large scale, and prices have a decided upward 


tendency, 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


April 4.—The Easter holidays have this week caused a cessation 
of work at the mills and forges, and the business transacted on 
*Change has been of limited extent, At Wolverhampton, on Wednes- 
day, it was announced that Messrs, Barrows and Hall, Tipton, and 
one or two other leading firms, had advanced the price of sheets 17, 
per ton, thus raising singles to 15. for best brands. Hoops and 
strip are also each 103, per ton higher. Bars are not quoted at an 
advance, but prices are stiffening, and it is expected that a higher 
rate will be demanded on Quarter Day, The market for pig-iron 
continues very firm, and sales for immediate delivery are taking 
place at exceedingly high quotations, The average selling price of 
hot-blast native pig is 61, and cinder pig is firm at 4/. 5s, per ton, 
Cold-blast pigs, of Shropshire make, are realising 6, 15s, to 77. per 
ton. The yield of pig-iron in the district, during the new quarter, 
is not likely to be much increased, owing to the difficulty still expe- 
rienced in obtaining adequate supplies of fuel and ore. Otherwise, 
the demand might be much more adequately met by the lighting of 
some of the furnaces which have so long been out of blast. 

The Millfield Ironworks near Bilston, the property of the ill-fated 
Unton Coal aud Iron Company, were a few days since offered for sale by public 
auction, The reserve was fixed at 20,000l., but, as the highest bid was only 
12,8501,, the sale was withdrawn, ‘The works are we!l arranged and in good 
condition, and are capable of producing 400 tons of finished iron per week. 

With regard to the Black Country hardwares there is little to add 
to our report of last week, the factories aud workshops being closed on account 
of the Easter holidays, For all kinds of engineering produce and other heavy 
hardware the orders on hand are large, but for the lighter descriptions of tron- 
mongery and metal wares the demand has fallen off considerably during the 
last few wecks. , 

The demand for coal in South Staffordshire continues greatly in 
excess of the supply, and it need scarcely be added that quotations are very 
firm. The trregularity of work among the colllers Is much complained of, and 
the coaimasters state, without exaggeration, that the more wages are raised 
the less do the colllers work, 


PUDDLING BY MACHINERY—THE DANKS FURNACE, 


An important meeting of ironmasters was held at Middlesborough 
on Thursday, for the purpose of receiving the final report of Mr. W. 
Menelaus, of Dowlais, as Chairman of the Sub-Committee of the 
Iron and Steel Institute, appointed to report on Danks’s furnace, 
and it is understood that with regard to the validity of the patent 
the report was decided!y unfavourable. It will be remembered that 
negociations had been entered ivto between several itonmasters act- 
ing in concert, and the proprietora of Danks’s patent, and Thursday 
was the date fixed for a conclusion to be arrived at. That the iron- 
masters might be placed in possession of every essential fact con- 
cerning the invention before completing the purchase, the solici- 
tors of Mr. Menelaus prepared a very complete case for the opinion 
of counsel and of some other reliable authority practically connected 
with patent matters, 

Messfs. Robertson, Brooman, and Co. were selected to give a report from a 

atent agent’s poivt of view, and Mr, Theodore Aston, Q.C,, Who enjoys pro- 

ably the highest reputation as a patent law barrister, for the couusel’s opl- 
nion. The former, by their manager, Mr. H. Gardner, reported that they had 
carefully examined the patents 370 and 886 of 1869, and 2397 of 1870, in con- 
nection with previous patents beariug on the same subject, and found that 
the importance of Dauks’s invention resides eblefly, if not entirely, in (1) the 
use of the fettling or lining, described and claimed in the patent No, 386, and 
(2) iu the application aud use of a sbiftable flue-plece, which serves the double 
purpose of a door and flae, They explain that Danks has no property in im- 
provements made in practice, but not clatmed in either of his patents, and 
that such of those improvements as bave been worked in this country have 
b come public property. Further, that Danks’s invention, as defined by him. 
self, consists in mixing an alkali, as lime and common salt, with the cinder 
from a puddling-furnace, while it isin a fluid state, for fettling the puddling 
Chamber. He does not limit himself to the application of this composition to 
rotary chambers only, nor indicate any special process of preparation ; and they 
gay that if it be a fact, as they believe it is, that Mr. Anthony Hill, of the Ply- 
mouth Ironworks, Merthyr Tydvil, made use of this mixture long ago for fet- 
tling, the patent 386 Is clearly forestalled, and Danks would be unable to sup- 
port it in a court of law. 

As to tho use of the shiftable flue-plece serving as flueand door, they say that 
Danks fs anticipated by ‘Tooth in his patent (2319) of 1863, and they quote the 
corresponding description in the two patents. ‘They consider that Danks’s 
half-flue turving to the side instead of upward is‘‘an equivalent method” 
only. In conclusion, they consider that Danks can claim only the employment 
of the bollow projections in the rotating furnace * where the water isadmitteé 
into them to the manner sbown in bis drawings’’—that ts, from above. Tooth 
claimed hollow bars and hollow bricks, with water, or other cooling medium, 
passing througb, and specially mentions theirdippiog in a tank of water, They 
coueider tha; Danks can only claim the use of inner projections when water is 
admitted to them from above, 

Mr. Theodore Aston, Q.C., considers that the patent 370 of 1869, granted to 
Lake (as agent for Danks) is, haying regard to Tooth’s patents of 1360 and 186s, 








invalid, and that it would not be safe to take it intoa court of law, or to at- 
tempt to restrain anyone from using the process or apparatus described In 
epecificaticn 370. In the second patent, also granted to Lake, he considers 
the validity very doubtful. The claim made Is extremely wide, as It claims the 
use In any furnace of any cinders obtained in puddiiug or working tron, or of 
any iron ores pulverised or melted when mixed with any alklil, in the propor- 
tion of 2 lbs, of alkali to 3 Ibs. of silica contained in theiron. Alkalis have 
been used in almost all! proportions, but if no one has used the exact propor- 
tions claimed he considers **a claim to those pricl-e proportions may be sup- 
| ported, provided that those proportionsare found necessary to succ-ss, and that 
they are, in fact, successful, whatever alkali be used,’’ otherwise not, as ** the 
; specification would be mlelcading’’ (see Stevens v. Keating, 19 L. J. Exch. N.S. 
57). The patent would not be infringed by the use of any other than the exact 
proportions mentioned, The third patent granted to Hazeltine (as agent for 
Danks) is an improvement on 370, and Mr. Aston Is of opinton that * if the va- 
rious modifications were new, as claimed, I see no reason why that patent should 
not be supported if the claims be restricted to the precise improvements, when 
used as they are respectively ciaimed, as legally they must be.’’ 

It must be distinctly understood that, although these opinions dis- 
pute the validity of the patent, it does not at all affect the fact that 
the process is practically successful; and it is a matter for much 
regret that, owing to the terms in which the claims have been made, 
no more extensive patent-right property has been secured to so

GOLD RUN HYDRAULIC MINING COMPANY, 


The following letter has been received from Mr. J, H. Richardson, 
dated San Fraucisco, March 8 :— 

T shall not write much about Gold Run property, which I visited and examined 
two days ago, but I can confidently congratulate you that you have succeeded 
in placing such a property on the London market.

Gold Run is the first 
claim that this tunnel will tap, and as it is being pushed with energy it should 
reach the neighbourhood of Gold Run ina few months ; but its use is a question 
of many years hence, as the Gold Run will not want it so long aa they are 
working the first level. Gold Ruu 14 supplied with wafer by the Yuba Ditch 
Company, and bas the first right, so it can in ordinary or poor seasons be assured 
of water nearly all the year round, and such seasons as this, allthe year. The 
opinion is that you will not have to stop a day for want of water. When the 
second level is commenced the returns will be largely increased. The opinion 
among the mining experts expressed with the greatest confidence was that the 
bed-rock was part of the lowest or deepest channel of the ancient river bed, and, 
as is always the case, would be found to be the richest, As the coarse gold and 
nuggets are always found deposited in these deeper channels, this was not ad- 
vanced asa theory, like many other of their opinions, but was a matter about 
which there could be no doubt, as the channel had been traced In various places 
around. About the richness of the blue lead of Gold Run there had been clear 
demenstration. Many years ago a party of adventurers had sunk a shaft ona 
spot of Gold Run from which the upper level bad been washed, They passed 
through goo hydraulic gravel tue whol way until they reached a stratum of 
very rich blue lead, striking the bed rock at 189 ft, There they found the water 
so plentiful that they were obliged to abandon their intention of drifting on the 
blue lead, but they had succeeded in demonstrating the distance to the bed rock, 
and the extremely valuable quality of the gravel and blue lead underneath, 
This second level will last beyond the present generation, and probably beyond 
the next. I was particularly surprised at the extent of the claims in all the dis- 
tricts I visited, and the small extent of bank consumed by the power of the water, 
The power of the water seems Irreststible, aud the object of the miner ts clearly to 
remove as much gravel as hecan with bis stream; but the quantity of earth con- 
sumed is less than I should have imagined to be the case, and the extent of mining 
ground, as I stated before, is greater.
